On the 12th December 1978 information was reccived at 
Police Station Mohamadı, Klieri District, that the notorious 
outlaw Sanwal Singh , who had been terrorizing the districts 
of Kheri Sitapur, Shahjahanpur, Haidoi and Pilibhit for 
some time, was to visit his home in village Gulauli with 
some of his confelerates that afternoon . A Police party 
consisting of two Sub Inspectors and seven Constables from 
the Mohamdi Pollce Station and two PAC Platoong which 
happened to be there at thc time, headed by Sub Inspector 
Narendra Singh , Station Officer, P S Mohamdı, reached 
Gulauli at about 4 50 PM and surrounded Sanwal Singh s
